RCC Receives 
$294,559 in 
Performance Incentive 
Funds 



At a press conference at RCC 
on Monday, September 
23rd, Higher Education 
Commissioner, Dr. Richard 
Freeland announced the 
Performance Incentive 
Funds awardees. RCC is the 
recipient of $294, 859 of this 
$7.5million fund. Additional speakers at the press 
conference, Dr. Valerie Roberson; Dr. Keith Motley, 
UMass Boston Chancellor; Dr. Diane Ross Gary, 
Madison Park Head of School, and Dr. Matt Malone, 
Secretary of Education, extolled the importance and the 
impact that such an initiative will have on the 
community. 

The grant will support a pathway from Madison Park to 
RCC to UMass Boston. Eighteen RoxMAPP 
(Massachusetts Academic Poly Tech Pathway) Madison 
Park students in the Nursing Assisting Program will 
begin their journey on Monday, September 30th, when 
they begin their Autumn Access College Experience 
course, taught by Professor Angela MacDonald. 
Students will receive coaching, advising, and tutoring 
support at RCC and at UMass Boston. The program will 
be expanded in the coming months to include 
disciplines other Nursing. Plans are underway to enroll 
students from a variety of Madison Park vocational
